At the Institute of Linguist in 19^1 he was denounced by one of 
his colleagues for mabing a derogatory , ^bout Khrushchev ( -,a/ 
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cooiiented indeed on Khrus^ghev^g^ag^ival in Kiev t ’’And whereto all this is 
leading? Already even to/the Secretary of the CPU a Rusr>ian locksmith 
has been appointed I*’)-and "vtaa in tro ;^ble'’. Fortunately for him» the 
investigation was interrupted by the outbreak of war. Subject was evacuated 
from Kiev and joined the army* Hfn the army he was with the Military 
Inhalpligenoe * as an interpreter in German . and an interrogator of German 

officers t with'-ataffs 'up 'to corps* On this occasion he saw and ros 
Hitelr's plan on Ukraine# ' 

After the war Subject returned to his dialectology * and organized 
the magazine Ukrainska Moya V Shkoli in 1951* U© was editor of this journal 
until i960. Since 1956 he was also edit or of » Di alectaological Bui etin". 

At the present/ he is working on^'^I^ettological i jJkraini^ maps and 
Atlas/ * He was promised Hubei 200,000 for printing of K fal iax color maps 
but so far, mainly due to BILODID'S obstruction, those funds were not 
made .available * Subject hopes to make his Atlas even better thaA the 
|2l«-$^iAn one by AVAHESOV* His chief collaborator on the Atlas is T.NA2AH0VA, 
Ukrainized daughter of Hus ian parents in Kiev* 

x!) Xj^ I b/ Subject is on very bad terms wi^ ^&LODID,Ivan\ w hom he literally 
cannoi stand and hatea* BILODID made denounciationa against Subject and 
he was aceuaed first of ’'co§fnop61itism'* ( Subject's wife is a %rs&tlWld Jewes 
and then of "Ukrainian nationalism". He was subjected to a party 
investigation. BILODID is a rabid anti-semite. Because of B2Z«01>XB and 
also ad a result of his v/ife*s descent , for some time Subject could not 
get apartment in Kiev, snd was not given the post of chairman of the 
Instituto of Xdiigalstiow*
